'TJic Fiftli Avenue Tlicatrc waH 
•crowded on Hunday afternoon, March 
15t.Ii, by flK»!«e who asuemhh'd to pay 
i\'Mj)ecl'to (ieorgu William (^liilds at 
the printeiH' memorial meetiiiij. On 
the Htage were nearly a hundred 
meinlierN of the Cooper Union ninjj;- 
ing classes, wlio under the direction 
■of Frank Damroseh, Hang several 
■choruses, one of which was written 
I'or tlif! occasion by I*. .T. Mosentlial. 
A number of |n'ofessioiial siiifrers al- 
ternated with tiie speakers wlio took 
part in the exercises. 

After tlie objects of the meeting 
]iad been set forth by .John R. O'Don- 
nell, ('hairman of the Memorial Com- 
mittee, and .lames .1. IMurphy, I'resi- 
deiit of 'I'vpoii;raplii(!al Union No. 0, 
who was cliairnian, Mishop Potter 
]ir,iyed. At his r(Mjui!St the audien(H' 
Htood while ho made his petition, and 
repeated the Lord's Prayer with him 
at its close. 

IJishop Potter said he thouglit no 
more a|)propriate memorial to Mr. 
<!liildrt, who was a priiotieal printer, 
could be made than the one whi(Mi 
owed its origin to members of the 
typographic art. 

" .\Ir. Cliilds always seemed to n>e 
an ideal illustration of law and the 
triumph of organi/.aliou, IU\ was a 
man of rule, and his work was lik«' tln' 
])roduct of tyjK! .as it takes its place in 
ji rhythmical sentc^nce. His day was 
so distributed thatnooneevcrsuffered 
from his neglect of duty. 

"Ho was, too, without parallel as a 

lar,";e-lio:»rlr>rl, liiininoiifi, j^VO'lP, nnd 

life giving being. No one, his pastor 
just told me, ever looked in liis face 
but went aw;iy the better for it. 
Nowhere was he a stranger. No- 
whore could he go but he found some 
one under obligations to him. With 
a profound respect for all human 
toilers, lu^ was animated by a spirit, of 
wisdom which made him reuard liim- 
Holf as a steward for his fellowmen. 
" He managed to hold in cheek the 
meaner, grasping side of human 
natures under the government of what, 
Carlyle called tlie Divine equities, and 
his heart distributed to the needy 
what his brai?i haii earned. 

" In the existen<'e of such men we 
are to fin<l th(^ solutions of the prob- 
lems witich Ic'set s )ciely to-day. 
May (Jod b:? thanked for the inlbu'uce 
of such an example, and may it ex- 
ercise ])ower on our hearts and lives." 

John W. Keller, in the cf)urse of 
his remarks on " Mr. C!i)ilds and 
Nowsp ip.'r .\Lmi," told hoiv Mr. (!hilds 
once p.Misioncd a superannuated 
erTiployee who was worth t'M,OiM. 
His sense of justice was so strong 
that he deemcM] the man's wealth no 
ri'asou for refusing to him the pension 
In? Iii'il earnecl. 

(?ongrestjman Ciimmings said: 

I fir.<t Haw Ooorgo William Cliilds 
about twenty years ago. It was on a 
railroad train, between Philadelphia 
and Harrislmrtr. The month was .Fnne, 
when iJie fertile valleys of Peimsylva- 
nia are arrayeiljin tlieir most attractive 
attire. A stranger entered the car at 
Hryii Mawr station, lie wore a loose 
alpaca coat, n light yellow waistcoat, 
a straw hat, and dark troumTs. His 
face was {exceedingly attractive. It 
l)hotographed itself U|>on mv memory 
iiiHtantaneously. The pliologra|tli 
aftervvai'd transferr.'d itself to my 
heart, where it remains to-(bvy in- 
delible. It was a fa(!e with a ('harni- 
ing serenity of expression; a kindly 
light beamed from the cyeM. At- 
Iractlve in feature, outline and 
expression, it was neither liiiinoroun 
nor grave. I unconsciously stu<li<Mt 
it, f(n- hair an hour. I was in conver- 
sation with (Jen, Snowden of Piiila- 
delphia. Not long afterward its 
owner took a seat 'it my Hide, address- 
ing me by name. 

S )nu'what surprised, I said, " I am 
orry lliat I am unable to filacc- you. " 

*' I am Mr. (Miilds," was the reply 
in a voice as pleasing in tone as was 
the face in expression, 

(Grasping both lian<ls iniuine, I said; 
" Why, \lr. Childs, there is no other 
man on the fiic' of the earth whom I 
CDuld b(" so pleaseil to meet I" 

jMy (eirliest impressions of him had 
heen received from printeis who had 
iibbod on the Plulidelphia Lvdiji'v 
wince the wai. 'I'hey had spread his 
fame in very city in the land. Indeed 
I do.not think there is n composing 
room in America where the endearing 



repeatedly discussed. I had heard 
these discussions in the Kast and the 
West, in the North and the South. 

Although charming in a])pearanoe 
.and manner, I found Mr. (!hilds far 
more charming in conversation. He 
was neither demonstrative nor voluble. 
His words were well cliosen, and his 
ideas as pure as water bubbling from 
a mountain spring. He was reminis- 
cent, and in no wise bo.astiful. He 
know personally many editors, cor- 
respondents, j'eporters, and printers 
who were my friends. There was a 
word of praise for each. Some of 
them are here this afternoon, and I 
wish they knew how lovingly he can- 
vassed the meiits of alb 

Time passed swiftly, and wc arrived 
at Marietta before either was aware 
of it. There we were guests at one 
of the famous dinners on ('ol. Duffy's 
farm. On the way back to Phila- 
<lel|ihia .Mr. (/hilds again occupied a 
seat at my side. His benevolent 
nature cropped to the surface. He 
spoke of newspaper writers and print- 
ers who had beon in dire distress, and 
for whom sub.scriptions had been 
raised. Turning to me at last, he 
sjiid: "You have an extensive .ac- 
(piaintance with those employed on 
newspapers, and utuloubtedly meet 
many a worthy man in distress who 
really needs help. I will take it as a 
personal favor if you will tak(! X\w 
trouble to call my attention to such 
cases." 

"Hut Mr. Childs," I responded, 
" I may be imposed upon. If I give 
aid to a man who jjroves unworthy it 
is my loss. I t.ake the chances on a 
man after hearing his story. I would 
not feel at liberty to take such 
chances in advising you to help those 
whom I believed to be in need." 

He smiled and laid his hand upon 
my arm. " Do the same by me !ia you 
would do for yourself, " he replied, 
"and I asntirr yon thai \ sliall be ex- 
trenuely gnifeful. " 

I testeil liiin twice. The (irst test 
bn)ught a check for flOO for the 
wife of a newspaper worker who Iiad 
broken his leg, and who was living 
in Jersey City, His family was 
suffering for the necessities of life, 
'i'he other was a check for %•^r^. It was 
for a reporter in New York, who was 
without work, and whose family was 
about to be dispossessed for non-pay- 
ment of rent. 

Singular as it may seem, both men 
had received similar favors fromMr. 
Childs long before I had called his at- 
tention to them. I learned this not 
from him, but from otheis. IK- h;id 
loo much delicacy of n.ature, after our 
c.)n\-ersat,ioii on the cars, to ever let 
me know that he hail ever before aid- 
ed them. 

No one can tell how many and how 
far-reacliing were the generosities of 
this lovable man. Radiating from the 
(.!it,y of Hrotherly Love, it threaded 
the lainl in every direction, penetrat- 
ing every State and Territory. His 
business fa(;ulli(>s were trained not 
only in the art of accpiiring wealth, 
but also in the art of properly distri- 
buting it. The latter is far harder to 
accomplish than the former. And 
Mr, c;iiilds seems to have been the 
only man born in America who has 
thoroughly understood und practised 
it. His public gifts, like those in 
Slratford-on-Avon, at the CJolden 
(Jate, at West Point, and in West- 
minster* Abbey, were supjdeniented 
by thousands of unknown personal 
benefactions. 

His !vspiration.-i never led liim 
beyond the welfare of his fellowmen. 
His life an<l fortune wore devoted 
to liieir interests. His only ambition 
was to .allay suffering and elevate man- 
kind. He was the embodiment of 
i)ure brotherly love and kindness. 
Ilis life was a sustained stream of 
eloquent humanity. His is a solitary 
but a tfolden fiajure in what is <',alleil 
asordidage. There is not the slight- 
I'st taint of seirishness in his whole 
career. Slowly and noiselessly he 
made the ascent of life, scattering 
blessings at every step.* Looking 
blackward as he reached the summit 
of the hill, he saw below him no dead 
grass, no foul weeds, no nntrimmed 
shrubbery. Violets, roses, heliotroi>e, 
oleanders, and modest forget-me-nots 
had sprung up in the pathway by 
which he had made his .ascent. i'here 
were neither gorgeous flowers nor 
scentless shrubs among them. All 
were as sweet and as delicate as the 
spirit that animated his life, and each 
emitted as delici<nis a i)erfume. 

Mr. i'resident and brethren of 
Tvpographical Union No. (i, organized 
lal)or today enshrines the niemorv of 
a loving friend and sterling benefactor. 
When <ieor.;e W. Childs passed away, 
the heart of every lypograiihical union

He W.as the one great emj)Ioyer whose 
heart alw.ays beat in syin]i.atliy with 
the hearts of his employees. He was 
the one> gre.it iiews])aper ]iropriet<M- 
who had never had a disagreement 
with his workmen .and associates. 
There w.as never the suggestion of a 
strike in hisestablishment. Eminent- 
ly just and honorable in all his deal- 
ings, he squared his business by the 
golden rule. He bore himself toward 
his eni])loyees as a father, not as a 
miister. He treated them as wns 
rather than as servants. 

Men of the Typographical Union, 
you, as wi'U as your friends of the 
Press Club, keenly realize your loss. 
You a])])reciated the real 'worth of 
Ceorge W. Childs long before his 
death, l^nion printers began the 
celebrationof his birthd.ay years .ago. 
It will be continued as long as there 
is an honorable craftsman on the con- 
tinent. On this day it was their 
proud ])rivilege each to set a thousand 
ems of type toward sustaining an in- 
stitution for worn-out printers, es- 
tablished l>y the generosity of (Jeorge 
W. Childs" aiul Anthony'j. Drexel. 

Nor was this his only testimonial 
of his appreciation of the ciwft. He 
bought and endowed the lot given to 
the Typographical Union of Phila- 
delphia in Woodlawii C\'nietery. He 
paid more than the union rate' in his 
composing and jiress rooms, and con- 
tinued his own rates when the union 
reduced the scale. He had a retired 
list for those of his em))Ioyees who 
became old and iiicomi)etent. Hut 
this was not all. The march of time 
brought in the tyj>esetting m.achine. 
The click of the type as it enters the 
steel stick is fast becoming a re- 
miniscence. The old-time tyju) has his 
face turned toward the past, and not 
toward the future. Men above forty 
are too old to learn new trades. In 
intrudiicing theae uiucLines iJr, Chilii: 
manifested a touching solicitude foi 
his employees. He took them into 
his conlidence. 'I'hose with families 
were tonght to work the machines 
before their introducti(ui, and those 
without were allowed a year's notice 
before being dropped, 

Mr. Ciuhls always remembered his 
employees at Christmas. The gifts 
were graduated .according to salary. 
He always spoke of them as an equit- 
able form of profit sharing. "They 
help me to niakq my money; why 
should 1 not give it to tlu>m?" was 
his favorite phrase in explanation. 
As Talcott Williams truly observes. 
"No patriarch in an Arab camp <>ver 
entered more closely into the familv 
and personal life of each than did this 
American into line homes of all tlio.se 
wh(xina<le up the indiistrijil community 
of which he was the head. Contrai-t 
was the least of the bonds which 
united employer and employee, and a 
feeling of common interest existed 
for thirty years, unbroken by conflict 
or even fru'tion." 

Fellow-craftsmen, such a life cannot 
be adorneil with words. His life was 
without a slain. The details of his 
kindnesses alone would equal in bulk 
the olVicial record of the rebellion. 
Heginning at the foundation over 
sixty years ago, he has reared a ukuiu- 
ment which arnsts us from afar. It 
impresses us with awe and admiration 
as we approach it. At first the odds 
ajtpeared to be fatally against him, but

Such, brethren of the case, George 
W. Chillis appears to us. So must 
we look at him. Praise may be futile; 
yet our admiration of him makes us 
voluble. We cannot withhold from 
ourselves the expression of the plea- 
sure we hail in knowing him; nor can 
we fail to eommitnicate to others bow 
precious that knowledge was. 

" I have lost a day!" cried the Km- 
peror Titus, when at its close he could 
think of no good action performed. 
Our kind friend never lost a dav. 
Seated in his cosy sanctum, near Tom 
Moore's little green harp, surrounded 
with literary treasures and the por- 
traits of his|dear friends, his good deeds 
must have trooped to him as twilight 
approached, like fairies to a ebristen- 
iiig. Indeed, his whole life seems to 
have beni anim;iled by the spirit of 
the unknown philosopher who penned 
the words: 

I shall pii.-js ihrouKh this world hut once, 

Any Rood IhliiK. theivfon' Unit I cm do, 

Or liny klndiipsH llml I cm hUow 

To liny huniftii liolnn. I<*t "i<> do it now. 

Let tlie not dpfcr or ncKloct It, 

For I shall not piLss this way aRitln." 

Air. Childs' journalism mirrored his 
character. It was broad, upright, 
patriotic, clean, free from rivalries 
and jealousies, and unusually jiiat and 
thorough. He believed in giving all 



the news without prejudice or bias, 
and in printing nothing Mantonly 
that would bring pain to the heart of 
any human being. 

Such, Air. President, was George 
W. Childs. Ho has unconsciously 
drawn his own jiicture. It was done 
by his own pen in July, 1893, only 
eight months ago. It was in an arti- 
cle detailing the ondoaring qualities of 
his life-long friend, Anthony J, 
Drexel, who had died on the .TOth of 
June last. Mr. Childs's panegyric is 
a masterpiece of tender Anglo-Saxon. 
Here is the conclusion, and it a))plies 
as aptly to him as to bis friend : 

I think over my donr friend's life in nil its 
fulness und in nil its phiuses, dnrin^ ll\e 
many ploiusaiit years of our close and altec- 
tioniUe coninidoship, as it was ivvoaled to 
nio not only by what lie thought, but, by 
what lie saiil and did ; and it soonis now to 
mo that howcvor noble, manly, and admir- 
able it wa.s in all ways, it wns in his own 
homo that tho beauty, sweetness, and ten- 
derness of his character wore lu st con- 
spicuously exhibited. H<i was n devoted 
husband, a loviiiK parent, a (rue friend, a 
ijenerous host, and in all his domestic re- 
lations considerate, just, and kind. His 
nianners Wei-e linel# courteous, manly, 
Koiitle. and retlnod. Kis' mind was as pui-e 
as a eliild's ; and during all the years of our 
close ooinpaiiionship I never knew him to 
speak a word (hat he ini^ht not have freely 
spoken ill the presence of his own childroii. 
lli.s reliKion was as deep as his nature, and 
rested upon tho endurlnc foundations of 
faidi, hope, and charity. Love of his fellow 
men \v:is tliat quality "which best denoted 
(lie noble ("hris( inn Kontleinan. 

Tho life of such a man, whose bounty wns 
as broad ns tho sea, whose sympathies as 
deep, is like a river, which, tlowiiiK between 
its banks, IrriKalos the llelds upon either 
side, giviiiK them increase and lieiiuty. 
The benelKs conferred upon those who 
came within Ids iulhunee were of inestim- 
able value. To know one sneh man is like 
liaviiiK found the road to honorable inau- 
luiod and noble living. He wns a strikinR 
examiile of elevated thcuRht and endeavor, 
lie was a man of siiiaular modeslv, who 
feared and shunned liraise more than'blanio. 
Ho wns, inileed, one of tlie most retlriuK and 
modest men I evi r knew. 

When death comes t*) auo'i as was my 
friend, or to any one who daily lives in tho 
love of God niid of men, " tho rondine.s8 is 
!t11." ami he \v;is ever rc.ndy. Ho had his 

I, piun, for he 
red much, and

.so Krcat that he was livrKcly blessed by tho 
love and ostoem so liountffuUy Kiveu" him 
in return. We, to whom he ijavo so niiieh 
(hatwa.s vital, such as nlTection, friendship, 
faidi, can scarcely think of him as dead, but 
rather as one who has pone into more life, 
into a fuller, b.'tter lit'o than ho over knew, 
a-s one thai we shall happily meet again in 
that f.'ir country. 

In the oeonoiiiy of Ond, which notes tho 
sparrow's fall, Iherearenoaceidont.s. There 
eii'i bo none when such a helper of men 
passes from the world which he did so much 
to m.ike belter and fairer. The pnssiiitjaway 
of surh a man makes stronger our faidi, 
ami uives new and convincing assurance 
of immortnlity. 

Af;cr the Rev. Dr. Joseph N. 
Blanchard, rector of St. James P. E. 
Church, Ph»ladelphi.i, of which Mr. 
Childs was a communicant, and Owen 
J. ivindelon, of No. (5. had paid their 
tribute to Mr. Childs. letters and 
telegrams from tho.se who couldn't 
attend the memorial meeting were 
read.

We sit at one of the desks in the 
Senate Hall at the Capitol to write this 
message. The hall is beautifully and 
tastefully arranged with desk's in a 
semi-circle around the presiding of- 
ficer's throne, with steep galleries 
above. On both sides of the presi- 
dent's stand extend the reporter's 
gallery. Above hang beautiful chan- 
deliers for the electric lights. Tho 
high ceiling is decorated with fine 
paintings. The floor is coveivd with 
a georgeous carpet. Hack of the hall 
are the cloak, washing and bivatot v 
rooiibs. Each desk is ^irovidtul with 
electric buttons extending to keys in 
jilaces at two corners of the hall where 
the i>ages are called to attend the 
wauls of any of the members. Here 
amid all these beautiful surroHJidings. 
we are monarch of all wo survey, and 
study the feattires of the statesmen, 
who .are 8ha[>iiig the laws of a great 
State. 

In both- houses of the legislature, 
the absorbing question under discus- 
sion is the orohibitory liquor law of 
the State. In the last Republican 
Convention a clause was inserted in 
the platform to modify the present 
law. It was a jfenlle'and alluring 
whisper to the river cities to secure 



votes. The Republicans made a great 
triunijph in the elections ; and now the 
Legislature is asked to carry out the 
promises of the platform. Some are 
reluctant to change the present law, 
and so hot blood is engendered, and 
vigorous speeches are made on both 
sides of the question mostly between 
the ultra jnohibitionists and anti-pro- 
hibitionists in the Republican ranks. 
The Demociatic minority sit still and 
laugh in their sleeves 'at the fray. 
Beautiful bouquets of flowers have 
been sent to the desks of the cham- 
pions on both sides. Tho most beauti- 
ful one in a huge basket was sent to 
one senator with the following in 
scripticm ; " To Hon Senator Hrower, 
of Hancock County, from the German 
American ladies of Des Moines, for 
his defense of truth, liberty .and 
personal rights." Another one in a 
pretty vase was sent to the desk of 
another Senator, with the following 
inscription; "To the Hon Sen.atoV 
Waterman, of Wapello Country, from 
the tTcrman American ladies'of Des 
Moines, for his .able defense of true 
tomperancc, modification of the pro- 
hibitory law, .and decreasing the 
liquor 'traftic." On the others hand 
some of the strong prohibitionists re- 
ceived different vases of flowers ; one 
to Senator Finn ; "To tho champion 
of the American homes by its friends 
the W\ C. T. U.," one to "Senator Kil- 
burn : "To the brave defender of 
our prohibitory law from tho W. C. 
T. U." Other in scriptions were : 
" The defender of our homes" and 
" To tho chamnion of Iowa's homes." 
And so the discussion goes on long 
and loud on both sides, with the pros- 
pect that modification will win ; thus 
giving the jicople a local option law 
to regulate the liquor traffic in sections 
where the prohibitory law cannot be 
enforced, and vetaining it in other 
sections where it can be enforced. 

A proposition h.as been introduced 
in the legislature to establish another 
insane .asylum in the northwestern 
part of the State. It has passed the 
Senate, and will doubtless pass the 
House of Represent.afives. Thismakes 
tho fourth .asylum in the State. It is 
said there are about 1500 insane 
persons needing better care and treat- 
ment as tho other three as3'lums are 
crowded. A suggestion w.as made to 
convert the present school for the 
dc.af at Council Hluffs into an insane 
asylum, and re-locate the School for 
the Deaf in the central part of the 
Stall', which would be far more 
bencHcial to the deaf-mutes gf the 
State ; but- one of the Senators said 
there is now located an insane asylum 
at Clarinda in the southwestern part 
of the State, and that it would hardly 
answer to place another one in that 
section. He said there was great 
need for more facilities to t.ake care 
of the insane. He also s.aid that it 
would be possible at the next session 
of the legislature to secure an ap- 
projiriation for the School for the 
Deaf in Eastern Iowa, He said he w.as 
fully in sympathy with our work, but 
did not feel that it would be expedi- 
ent to make an ai>propriation at this 
time ; but hoped that in two years, 
the times would be more favorable. 

All the State institutions together 
have asked for appropriations atnount- 
ing to about one million and half dol- 
lars, but the committee on appropria- 
tion found that they could not well 
grant their requests, as will be seen in 
the follow ing :

This is tho limit of the appropria- 
.tions that can be granted for the 
next two years for improvement* 
outside of suppori and living ex- 
penses. The officers for the school 
for the deaf asked for $48,700, but 
got only $9,100. This is a terrible 
cut in tiioir case. We thought that 
they would secure about half the 
amount .asked, but this is a stunner. 
Wo believe this is a gross treatment, 
when the school needed more funds 
so much for improvements since their 
recent fire. The other institutions 
did not fare any better, and all new 
buildings and improvements were 
abandoned. The now insane asylum 
will not be built this year, but pre- 
jiaratory arrangements will bo made, 
and it is left for tho next legislature 
to provide for its erection. 

A bill has boon introduced in the 
legislature to establish an industrial 
home for the deaf in the northeastern 
part of tho State, somewhat similiar to 
the industrial home for the blind in 
the southern part of tho State. Its 
provisions will be set forth in a future 
message. 

The bill to change the .ago of admis- 
sion of deaf children has been recom- 
mended for passage. It strikes out 
the words " between six and twenty- 
one years" of .age, and inserts in lion 
thereof the age of seven and thirty. 

Tho trustees for the State institu- 
tions who were nominated in the 
Republican caucus, were elected in 
Joint convention on tho 15th of March, 
riiose for the Iowa school for the 
deaf are W. A. Delashmutt for six 
years in nlace of Hon. Woinstein; and 
llohii F. Heatty for two years in place 
of Hon. S. C. ilanck, so' the trustees 
arc all Republicans. 

The revenue bill to raise the taxes 
so as to raise sufficient revenue to 
admit of en>cting necessary buildings 
at the State institutions, amounting to 
$1,350,000 for tho year 1805 and 
$1,250,000 for tho year 1800 has p.a,s- 
sed the House of Reprosentatives. 
Should it p.ass the Senate at>d receive 
the signature of the Governor it will 
become a law, and thus tho .State will 
be enabled to erect new buildings in 
in addition to the improvements need- 
ed at the other institutions. Rut they 
are in the balance, and still in doubt 
whether it will become a law. We 
"(Till speak more about it in our next 
mess.age.

Capt. S. F. Adams died in Dubuque, 
last week. Ho was the father of Mr.

Mrs. Mary Hill, a deaf woman, was 
compelled to leave her hearing hus- 
band on .account of cruelty and ill 
treatment.

She 
wont to her mother at Wintorset and 
took her youngest child with her, 
leaving throe other children with her 
husband, the oldest one being Bessie 
twelve years old. Mr. Hill was mean 
onougli to take all tho funiture from 
her, .and take them with the throe 
children to his brother's farm near 
Carlisle. It is now learned that Mr. 
Hill and her mother arc in great 
poverty, and .as they cannot work, 
they will be compelled to go to the 
poor house. Last year while living in 
this city she and' children suffered 
from want and cold. One of the 
children IJertha about ten years old 
was so starved and ill treated that she 
became sick, but it was thought she 
would get well siKin, so no doctor was 
called. She was sick for several days 
and could not speak or talk. One 
night she got up and wont to her 
mother and kissed her three or fonr 
times. Her mother was surprised at 
this action but never dreamed what it 
meant. It was a farewell kiss. She 
went b.ack to her cot and laid down 
with one arm folded under her head 
for a pillow. In the morning Mr. 
Hill called her to aw.akc, but she 
never heard his voice again ; she was 
dead, and her lips and throat were 
black. Her corpse was taken to 
Wintorset for burial in Mr. Hill's ex- 
press wagon. The road was rough, 
tho body was tossed about in the cof- 
fin and the glass over the face was 
broken. When some of tho good 
people of the city heard of their suf- 
fering they sent them provisions to 
keep tho others from starving. Mr. 
Hill had a good position in the ex- 
press office, but was discharged on ac- 
count of drunknoss. If he had let 
whisky alone and provided for the 
family all would have been well off to- 
d.ay. Bessie tho oldest child says 
when she gets of age she will run 
away from her father and go to her 
mother. She can talk with the mule 
language .as well .as any one. 

Another deaf family of this city 
came very near boinat sent to the poor 
farm last winter. But through the 
efforts of Mr. Pat O'Brien, ainute, 
the lady secured work in the Kirk- 
wood hotel in the nick of time, and so 
they wore saved. The man has now 
secured work also, and if he is careful 
all will go well.

The man who invented the chicken 
incubator w.as a public benefactor. 
It has been discovered th.at incubators 
are also good for delicate children, 
and the lives of a number of these 
little morsels of humanity have al- 
ready been saved througfi modified 
incubators. The latest instance is 
that of the little daughter of Million- 
aire E. Clarence Haight, of 286 
Madison avenue. 

Tho child was bom born two weeks 
ago. It arrived three months before 
it was expoct4.>d, and tho mother 
expired with the advent of the little 
one. The child weighed less than 
two pounds and measured leas than 
twelve inches in length. In olden 
times such a mite would have followed 
its mother into the next world within 
a few hours at most. Drs. Walker 
and Carlefon sent to W. G. Robinson, 
an export inventor, and secured an 
incubator. This was heated to 100 
degrees. It is a glass and metal affair 
with double sides and bottom where 
hot water is stored. The baby was 
put into this incubator in a swinging 
nest of white cotton. She drinks bot- 
tled milk through a rubber tube and 
h.as already gained two ^wunds in 
weight and an inch and a brilf in 
length.

Another advance in the education- 
al life of the city and State was marked 
this inorning when the cornerstone 
'he new industrial hall at the State 
lool for the Di'af and -Jilind was 
placed in position. The day was an 
ideal one for a cornerstone laying — 
no wind aiirl plenty of warm bright 
sunshine. Alioiit two hundred people 
attended the event, among whom wimc 
a niinilier of proininent persons from 
this city and abroad. 

The building is tjonstructed to har- 
nioiiize with tlie two later ones erect- 
(m1 at the school. Its basement of re<l 
Maiiitrxi sandstone and the iipjier sto- 
ries of Castle Ro(^k lava with jiink 
trimmings. The architects are Pease 
<fe Barber of this city and they have 
niadi^ a liaiids<mie, commodious, well 
amiointcd and convenient Hl,ni(!tiire. 
'I he building is located just east of 
the new Girls' Hall, between that and 
the hospital. 

The exercises wore opened by 
music by the Kelijise band, composed 
of piipifs of the institute. The iii- 
vo(!ation was made by the Rev. E. 
Kvans Carrington, pastor of the M. E. 
Church sontli. A chorus of blind 
children then sang very sweetly with 
ihv accomjianimeiit of the band. 

Superintendent .lohn E. Ray niadi- 
a slatement eoneerniiig the work of 
the school. He alluded to the small 
beginnings of the school in 1874, 
with but thirteen pupils. The first 
building was erected on the hill in 
1888, and for fourteen years that was 
the only bnilding which the school 
))ossessed. In that year there wer<' 
only fifty-five pupils and six teachers. 
Now there were l.'J7 pupils and twelve 
teachers ; there were six buildings 
and the Heventh in jirocess of i-im- 
slriiction. 

Tl... "-hool Imd iiiereascKl in ..n m- 
'\ life as it had in its outward 
ii-lMi, . I(M corjis of teachers had 
been increased, the curriculum im- 
proved and district advancement 
made. 

'l'h(! superintendent alluded to the 
work in the art ami indiislrial depart- 
ments whi(di had secured for the 
School the highest encomiums and 
awards at the World's Fair and the 
Paris exposition. The highest stand- 
ard of scholarship had been main- 
tained, and the graduates of the school 
had taken rank se-cond to iioin- at the 
university for the Deaf at Wash- 
iiigt,<iii. He spoke of the objei^ls of 
tli(! sidiool and then passed on to 
detail the work which was proposed 
to do at the new industrial hall. Its 
object was to teach the pupils to be 
self-respecting and self-i 
citizens. 

Rev, 'A. C. Peck was tlie first 
speaker introduced, and in o|ieiiiiig 
his remarks Ik.' said t'lat during his 
pastoratt- in this city lasting for five 
years he had paid fr«'<pienl visits to 
the institute and nothing had impres- 
sed him quite so much as the cflici- 
ency of Superintendent Bay and his 
corps of tea<di{!rs. 

Dean I'eck then passed on to say 
that he believed that under the brae 
ing and glorious iiifiuenees of (jol- 
orado'n climate and its other advaiit- 
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ages the State could not help having 
the best of everything— of deaf and 
blind institntions as of all other things. 
lie told how the s(!ntiim-iit hadchanged 
with the years in the matter' of 
treating unfortunates, and though 
1800 years .ago when Christ walked 
the earth there were many ready to 
follow him but there were few " thai 
would exemplify his teachings liy 
aiding the poor and unfortunato. Ho 
believed the indiscriminate use of 
charity was a source of great evil. 
The greatest help that can be given 
to a man is to give him sympathy 
and te.ach him to heli» ' himself. 
Except in e.a.ses of emergeney no 
money siioiild be given to .any able 
bodied [lerson without that person hav- 
ing earned it in someway. In this 
way the man woiihl be made self- 
rc'speeting and self-supporting and 
would not be comjielled to jiart with 
his manliness. In conelusion the 
speaker expressed his eongraf illations 
to those jiresent in view of the erection 
of the new building. 

The next speaker was Mr W. A. 
I'latt. He said the people (if Colorado 
Springs were perieelly satisfied to 
have the deaf-mute institution located 
here, (.lanon City might have the 
[lenitentiary;. Pueblo the ipsniu 
asylum; (Jolden the reform school; 
Fort Collins the .agricultural colietje 
(for we have our college), but thr 
|)eople of Color.'ido Sjirings were vei-\ 
glad to have the institute; and, more- 
over, if !i jiopnlar vole were talcen ns 
to the very best man lo be at tlu- 
head of the institution, the choice 
woiihl fall upon .John E. Ray. Mr. 
I'latt then spoke of the great advances 
which h.ad been made in the treatmeiii 
of the lame, the halt and the blind in 
tli(! p.ast few years, and it was now a 
a recognized duty of soeiely of pro 
vide for iis weaker meiiibeis' and now 
no (Ihristian Slate on earth is withoiil 
its institutions for the refief of tliiNc 
classes. 

The erection of this building is a 
fuilher advance along the line of 
helping the unfortunates. It will 
teach them to help themselves. Our 
charitable inslitulions, such hs this. 
from being mere jilaces of shellei 
have become |ila<^es for the di'velo|i- 
nieiit of .all the faculties of the iii- 
inales ; to teach them self-help, and 
to build up character A man to be 
happy must have suinething (o do and 
that IS just the purpose for which this 
building is designed. It is lo be a 
workshop. Since the days wlieii 
(Jlirist worked by the side of his 
father, the car))enter, men's work- 
sliojiH have been their altars ; in 
which they have put their best en- 
deavors, and where they have fell thai 
in their daily toil they were servin- 
their fellowmen aiitf their Creator 
I.et us hope and believe that in the 
workshop that will arise here will hv 
such an altar and that it will, lead to 
this sort of helpful service. JUr 
Plat't conclued by expressing in 
cordial w.ay, on behalf of the crtl^.ens 
his hearty sympathy with the wori- 
which superintendent and teachers 
are doing and congratulated them 
upon this addition to the educative 
forces of llu^ school, in whose jirogress 
the citizens take the deepest interest 
and of whose evi-elleiuvi all ,Tro as- 
sured. 

President r^lociini was llie next 
speaker. He alluded to the interest he 
fell in the school, and said that he wa: 
always filled with wonderaiid admira 
lion wlieii liesaw the sph'iidid pro^ress 
which the institution was making. 
It increased his faith in the possibilities 
of the race. But he liked to look out 
beyond the mere building which was 
being erected. It stood a nioiiumeiil 
a monument of eharily, but ehaiity in 
its larger sense, which meant love. 
It means the love which God teaclic 
t<i the human soul and s.-iys to it, 
"make the most of yourself, because I 
love you."' It stands in this wav t" 
show the love if (iod to ninii. It ielis 
how noble and how useful God wants 
us to be. God's great purpose in 
making men and women nobler and 
better is being carried out by this 
institution. When you lay this cor- 
ner stone you are retiring a iiioiniment 
to show that (Sod believes in us. The 
gre.'it and main piirposi^ in the rearing 
of suidi monuments as these is to make 
men and women better and nobler and 
to do the work which <<od designeii 
thi'in to do. 

Cham^ellorSnow, of Kansas Univer- 
sity, was the next speaker He told 
of a pleasiiiit visit to the instil iile some 
18 years ago and was jdenscd lo note 
tlu! distinct and notable advanoemeiit 
whiidi Ini'l been made in recent years 
aloiiji all spiritual, political and educa- 
tional lines both of those with all 
faculties and those with only a jiarl of 
them. 

Rev. N. B. H.askell, of Denver, was 
the next speaker. He told of the 
splendid tribute jiaid by Charles 
Dickens to Laura Bridgmaii, He 
thoiighl the ^eIlSps which had been 
left in those who had lost one or more 
were thereby (piiekeiied and made 
bi-lter. He dwelt in a reiiiiniseeiil 
wav upon e.xpei-ieiiees wliieh he had 
had among de.af, dumb and blind and 
of how he had married such a couple. 
The Golden Rule w.as ooining more to 
be recognized the world over and 
especially in the treatment <d' iinforl- 
luiates. 

After Mr Haskell's address came 
the laying of the corner stone. 'J'his 
was partii^ijiated in by the superint- 
endent, by f)r Slcieiini for the Slate 
Board of (Charities, by DrSinlon for 
the Trnslee, by Mr Piatt for the press, 
and by Dr Snow for the rest of the 
coiinti-y; the (leaf children were re- 
presented by lidle Kdith Williams and 
the blind by h'l-ed Cope. It was <juiekly 
swung into posiliim, and then the Rev. 
Livingston L. Taylor offered prayer. 
After music by tlie band, Rev. M, D. 
Ormes pronounced the benediction.'

Jackson Bates Heard From— Two 
Defeats for the Independents, 



(From our Colnmb\ut correspondent.) 

The last issue of the Kentucky 
Dcaf-Miite contains an editorial on 
the '.abolishment of local individual 
boards for state institutions. It goes 
on to state that such a step is 
contemplated by the State of Ohio, 
having seen it stated somewhere. 
Right here we wish to correct it. We 
have been a close reader of the legisl.i- 
tivc proceedings of the present Legis- 
lature, and have thus far failed to 
notice any such proposed action as is 
hitited by the Kentucky paper. 

There was a bill introduced, early 
in the session dividingthe institutions 
into Educational, Penal, Reformatory, 
Mjiitury ai;d Insane, and j)lacing each 
under a separate Board of Trustees. 
Thus f.ar tne matter is still sleeping i|^ 
the committee's pigeon-hole. We do 
not think anything will come of it. 
A great many bills are introduced in 
legislative bodies which beyond that 
ngycr go any further. 

We oat» agree with the Deaf' 
;^/»/^,>'.'( remarks on the vyjsdom of hav- 
ing a IjMsal board for each institution. 
Unfortunately such a body bore, in 
Ohio, i» not allowed for any of tho 
institutions. Each board oonslsta of 
five mombers. Until a few years ago 
one member was allowed on the board 
frotn the county in which the institu- 
tion is located. Owing to the fact 
that Columbus has half-n-do;jen State 
institutions and thereby the Coiinly, 
Franklin, was getting her undue share 
of trustees, the legislature enacted a 
law i)rohibifing resident trusters of 
institutions. Tims the institutions 
are under trustees who do not reside 
near it and hence have little oppor- 
tunity in getting acquainted with the 
character of their oharge, except wh.at 
they can pick n]) at their monthly 
meetings. Such a board as the Ken- 
tucky and several other institutions 
has are far preferable. But then it 
must bo borne in mind that <lown in 
Kentucky one jjolitieal par(y has re- 
mained in power three or four decades, 
and in tho others trustees are chosen 
for life. 

The other day, Foreman Pratt, of 
the slioeshop received a curious rcquost 
from a friend down in Pike County. 
What he wanted was a " book of 
signs." He said that the pastor of 
the village (fhiiiH^h where he attends, 
worship had TRsked hinito seiid for 
one. The reason the preacher want- 
ed to be possessed of such a v.aluable 
book to liini now Wfvs that he liad 
heard the Siiperinfendent of the Deaf 
and Diunb Institution Jiad resigned 
hi.>i position and he thought he could 
easily step into his siioes if only he 
hail a knowledge of the sign-language, 
hence he wa« eager to get jiossession 
of sii((h a work. Wo fear the preacher 
will have to wait a long time before 
he will get hold of such a work, and 
then his chances for being superinten- 
dent of this or any other institution 
for tho deaf will have passed by age.

The Seventy-Fifth Annual Report 
of the Institution is now roadj' for 
distribution. It was printed by the 
pupils, but the binding was done in 
the oity. It is a very noat volume of 
126 pages, bound in light blue paper. 

In the Directors' Preface, reference 
is made to the seventy-fifth anni- 
versary held last May, the retirement 
of Dr. Isaac Lewis Poet, and the 
organisation of the Institution by 
placing both tho educational and 
adminiBtrativo departments under the 
oontrol of I^rof. Enoch Ilenry Currier, 
who after twenty-one years' service as 
instructor, specialist and Vice-Prin- 
cipal, had on .Tanuary Ist, 1893, suc- 
ceeded him as Principal. Reference is 
also made to the exhibits of tbis Instil 
tution .at the World's Columbian Ex. 
position, Ohioago. Of the system of 
Instruction, the Board say; "Tho 
system of instruction is the Eclectic, 
or Combined Method, in which care- 
ful attention is given to Articulation, 
as well as to all other well-tried forms 
of instruction." And of the Manual 
Training, tho following; 

The system of Manual Traiiiliift an<i In- 
dustrial Kdiicalion, estttUIished in tliis Insti- 
tution more than sixty years ago, and stead- 
fastly ttiihoved to ever since, has been still 
further enlarged during the last year, as 
shown by the increase in tlie number under 
inatrnction, and in the products turned out 
from the trade schools. 

The instruction in the Art Department, 
with a view chie(|y to designing and decora- 
tion, lias also been still further extended. 
On the wliole, therelhas been an enlargement 
during the year of the scope of instruction 
and tho facilities for imparting it, far greater 
than the slight increase in the number of 
pupils. 

On the financial question the Board, 
in view of the continued deficit from 
year to year, make the fqllowij^g 
statement | 

The flnanclal results of tho year sliow a 
deficit of ^21,003,05, tho current expenses 
exceeding by that amount the rw^eipls from 
tho State, the ("ounlies, and other sources, 
Tliis loss was paid from the Endowment 
Funds of the Institution, wlilch have 
ahvBVs been carefully -set aside, as they 
sliould be, to niwt nshcssment*, repair tlie 
buildings, and build new ones when neces- 
sary. For the purposes for which the en- 
dowment funds were provided, tho Institu- 
tion has been called upon duritig the past 
year to pay the following :

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The extraordinary payments for assess, 
ments and tlie loss of |2I,000 in operating 
expen.se.s, which was paid from the Building 
I'^und, have dejileted tins fund liy nearly 
f03,000, which was partly made up bv the 
legacy of |31,.M)0 left by the late U'eorge 
I', Ctnpp, During the coming yearlarge ex- 
penditures will lie necessary, and liave al- 
ready been authorized, for re-building the 
laundry and l)oiler house, which are now in 
a dilipidated condition ; and it is manifest 
that the Heal Kstate and Building Fund 
should be rightly reserved for the pur- 
pose for which it was formed. This fund 
has now advanced the sum of 117"), 618.34 tn 
meet the annually recurring deficit in 
operating expenses, which lia» existed ever 
since the annual appropriation by the State 
was reduced from $300 to $350 per 
pupil. 

This Institution is a part of the educa- 
tional system of the State, and is so re- 
cognised by law. On account of the 
aflliction under which its {Mipils labor in 
the I0.SS of part of their faculties, the State 
has decided to pay for the Ivoardand lodging 
of its p'.'.pils in addition to their tuition. 
Uy tlie law of 1804, as amended April 'i!i, 
187S), tlie State lixed the compensation to be 
paid for "board, lodging and tuition" of 
each pupil at $300 per annum, and this law 
hns never been repealed. Hut for several 
years the State has only appropriated money 
at the rate of $350 for eacli pupil. Ex. 
perience shows that this is notsnfficieut, and 
every year there has been a deticit, in spite 
of the most rigid economy and careful ad- 
ministration in everj" departjnent. As tlie 
Institution maintains out of its own funds 
an elaborate and costly plant in the slinpeof 
buildings admiraltly adapted for their 
purpose, it seems only right that the State 
should pay the actual current expenses for 
iKiartI, lodging and tuition. This is the 
evident intent of tlie law, but for many 
years it hns not been fully carried 
out. 

For these reasons, it is urgently requested 
that the appropriation may be restored to 
$;J00 per annum for eacli pupil. 

Principal Currier in his report to 
tlie Board in his o]>ening remarks 
says : 

After a service of twenty .one years as an 
Instructor, a specialist, and Vice-Principal 
In tills Institution, agreeably to the terms 
of your npiKiinlment, on .'lauuary first, I 
assumed tlie dutiea of Principal of the 
Educational department. Sulisequently, on 
March lirst, the division into an Kducat'ional 
and an Adminislrativedepartment with two 
separate and independent heads — a form of 
organization which liad been maintained 
for a period of twenty three years — was 
abandoned, and the sole responsibility was 
placed upon the Principal, a plan which has 
been found raosl adrantAgeous in other 
Institutions of this classin tliis country. 

The year covereii by this report has. In 
several respects, b(>ca memorable. Being 
tlie sevonty-flflli year of tlu 
ence of the Institution, it n» 
by a special celebration on mo oi-i-asu<n 01 
tlio Aiinnal Meeting of the Memlters in May, 
a detjiiled account of which will be found in 
an appendix. It lias also taarlied the retire- 
ment of t^r. Isaac liewis Peet from the active 
duties of Ills profession : that veneralileman, 
who for forty -seven years had served the 
Institution, as Instructor. Vice-Principal 
and Principal, successively, and who, as 
I'rinclpal-lCmeritus, will liereaffer devote 
hla lime to the pn'paration of treatises upon 
special subjects for the use of the pupils, 
securing thereby to this Institution a con 



tinuanco of all the advantages accruing from 
his long experience in and familiarity with 
tho peculiar methods emploved in theeduca- 
tion of the deaf. 

If it be considered proper in a reiwrt of 
this character to give expression to personal 
feelings, it would seem peculiarly fitting 
that tlie present Principal should, in this 
connection, acknowledge, not only his in- 
debtedness to his eminent predecessor for 
the very thorough training received in the 
development of the fundamental principles 
and theories underlying the various STStems 
of deaf-mute education, but also his ap- 
preciation of the courtesy and kindly inter- 
est that have characteriaed the intitnate 
relations existing throughout tho entire 
term of his connection wiui the Institution. 

The attendiince during the year 
was 349, of which 241 being males, 
.and 108 females, an increase from the 
previous year of 61. 

The report on the Annual Examina- 
tion is made more interesting by the 
record of tho individu.al standing of 
the pupils in their various studios, 
including speech, speech-reading, 
composition, answers to questions, 
language, googr.aphy, .arithmetic, his- 
tory, etc. 

As already stated in a former letter, 
the account of the celelwation of the 
Seventy -fifth Anniversary of the 
Founding of the Institution, will be 
found in full in this report. 

Additional interesting features of 
this report are the half-tone photo-en- 
gravings in place of the old time 
electrotypes, and three-page Ameri- 
can .Manual AlpUahet. 
N0TK8 

Perhaps the best imformed person 
of tho surrounding country within 
one hundred miles of the Institution 
is Henry Bettols. He has already 
visited many places of interest. All 
this ha^s been by the aid of his silent 
stood. Many times he has been tem- 
pted with offers on tho football team, 
and baseball nine, which m.any other 
would willingly jump at, but Henry 
who is qualified for those positions, 
cannot bo induced to give np his 
favorite hobby, as that wouhl be 
the means of depriving him his pleas- 
ure in life. He is considered by his 
friends, the fastest deaf-mute bicycle 
rider in the country. Last Saturday 
he started from the Institution for 
Poughkeepsie at half past eleven a.m., 
and arrived there at half past six in 
the evening. He stopjKHi for the 
night at 0110 of the principivl hotels, 
the next day, Easter Sunday ho called 
at the Giiilaudot Home for Deaf- 
Mutes. lie returned to tho Institu- 
tion Monday in perfect trim, and no 
one would for a moment imagine he 
had made the trip, if it hadn't been 
for his nan:ative of it to his friends 
here. The longest trip he ever made 
was from his home in Harlem to 
Albany, which he made last summer. 

At its be-ft the chirography of the editor 
of the /)e<if«.Muf«)ls is far from tieing "as 
plnin (Its print," and when is a hurry it 
Ihm's a decideil resntldnnce to Kgyptain 
heiroglyphics. Hut one of our Ijovs, Alva 
Ixmg, u cougentlal deaf-mute, "fourteen 
years of ago, set 371,5 ems of otlitorial and 
local matter the other dav with only one 
mistnkc.—the substitution of an "a"' for 
an "»>■' in " ix)st-grBduate, ■' One word was 
also divided wrong. There was no special 
eflfon at accuracy on liis part, and this rc- 
conl is not n remarkable one for liim. The 
swret lies in his care in tilling bis case and 
mixing care and common sense with his 
work of composition. What offlce in a 
,school for the deaf can lieat this record?— 
Kentucky Dc<it-Mxttc.

Massachusetts will follow 
her example in time and none sees 
this better than our friends, the oral- 
ists, and this is tlie reason why they 
lament the changes in the Portland 
School and propiiesy dire coiiserjnenccs 
to the deaf. 1 guess we can stand 
the consequences, of the combined 
system and have no fear of them, 
Th'- oralistsnced not worry about us, 
I see that -Miss Yale, the Principal 
of the Clarke's Institution at North- 
am,)t/on, Mass., hastnade references to 
two gentlemen connect* dwitli the Mt, 
Airy Intitulion at Piiiladelphia whose 
views she quoted in an effoit to sup- 
port her owu jiosition in favor of the 
oral system. A few explanatory re- 
marks will show that she was v.-ry un- 
foruuate in her referencfs. In the 
first place, P/ofessor Frank W. Booth 
ij^as referred to as "Principal of one of 
the departments of the Pliiladelphia 
Institution." He is the head of the 
" miiiual dcp-irtmcnt," where siaiis, 
hand t;|> lliiig and writing are ii.'<ed as 
the methods of instriietio'i to the ex- 
cln-iion of cpeecii and lip-reading 
wfiicli arc tauglit in anotii'r depart- 
ment, the oral departments. Pr(;f. 
Bell .'■•peaks of this as the "eclectic 
systetn," Tiiis arrangement sJiows 
conclusively that the tivo metiiods are 
necessary in I lie oduo.ition of the deaf 
and can not be dispensed witli. If 
Miss Yale believes in the eclectic sy- 
stem of the Philadeipliia Institution, 
why does she not adopt in it her own 
scliool instead of the one-sidi d oral 
system in vogue there? The authori- 
ties of the Mt. Airy Itistitiition are 
by no means friendly to the sign 
method but they have found that they 
could not do withr.nt it, or t-iey would 
hav • thrown, it ovcrb.-iard long ago. 
Prof. Booth's own father wns ed'i- 
eated at the Hartford School by (he 
sign laniruage of the Abbe Dc 
l'E|>ree and he w<nt out w* k1 and 
fou'irJed a newspaper, tin- Ariunitjea 
Kiii-fka, of Anamoss, Iowa, ^and edited 
it himwdf for nearly half 2t cer.tury. 
What a record for a sign-tanght 
pupil! He is now in Ilia "'•' ■ lar, 
but still hale and hearty. 

Prof. Booth, of Philiad«]f)liia, is a 
learned man full frf win*,' wnws and 
modern instances, but he has found 
it impossible to cniry out hisfiiu'-spun 
th<-or;e8 in his own department, and, 
therefore, the sign-language continues 
to be a distingushing feature of iiis 
department.
